The fire consumed the roof quicl:ly and specta- 
cularly, with dropping embers setting the Freeman collec- 
tion, a $5,000 groupof reference books and Southwest Am- 
ericana on fire before the fire department could prevent 
damage.Due to their forsight and resourcefulness in throw- 
ing an asbestos tarpaulin over the main catalog avoided 
serious damage to these records. The circulation records 
were destroyed by water, whilethe Freeman collection loss 
is inestimable. Insurance will cover all other damages. 
Luckily the new additions to the library with fireproof 
stacks, completed recently saved the greater portion of 
the book collection from destruction. 


The librarians of Arizona sympathize with Mrs. Breath- 
itt and her staff in their harrowing experiences of mis- 
fortune. May their losses be quickly replaced with a fi- 
ner and more adequate building than was the old. About 
three months will see the realization of the replacement 
of equipment and destroyed part of the building.

BOOK REVIEW

"A Political and Economic survey of Phoenix and the 
Valley of the Sun", by Dr. Arthur G. Horton, Professor of 
social science, Tempe State Teachers' College, will soon 
be available for purchase, published and printed at the 
Tempe college, attractively bound by the Arizona Trade 
Bindery. 


It will be haled in many quarters as a godsend of 
current information, particularly to librarians will it 
prove an invaluable source of up-to-date reference on 
Arizona andon the Salt River Valley in particular,treat- 
ing of every subject vital to the affairs of every Ari- 
zonan.The subjects of business, mining, natural resourc- 
es, population, crime, juvenile delinquency, family life, 
schools, social security, health agencies, libraries, 
offerings of the out-of-doors and many other subjects 
are treated in a descriptive, informative, comparative 
and statistical way. 


The manner of presentation gives real significance to 
the material, by virtue of showing Arizona's present 
state of affairs in business, social progress, cultural 
achievement, and in all of its activities in the light 
of the other years of its history and in relation to 
Standards established elsewhere in the nation. 


The book, 300 pages extent, is not comprehensive by 
any means, but supplies a need long painfully felt by 
librarians. The text is magnificently illustrated with 
some 56 pages of the finest lithographed reproductions, 
some of which appeared in other publications in past 
years, others coming from the choice photographs found 
in the valley. 


The accessibility of the material provided through 
the layout of the text with headings, index, and contents 


will make this volume a quick reference book.
